POLICE are warning residents 
to be careful after four reports of 
thefts from pockets and hand¬ 
bags in one week. 

The incidents took place in 
public locations in Haverhill 
town centre. 

They all involved items as valu¬ 
able as a birth certificate, a £500 
iPhone and a passport being re¬ 
portedly taken from bags and 
pockets.

The final incident reported was 
a theft from a handbag at around 
10.20am on Monday. 

In this case, a purse was taken 
from the bag while it was left in 


a public area in Haverhill Library 
in Camps Road. 

The pink leather purse con¬ 
tained bank cards and the vic¬ 
tim’s driving licence. 

Haverhill Police’s PCSO Lorna 
Chapman reminded residents to 
keep their pockets zipped and to 
avoid putting items in back pock¬ 
ets. 

She advised residents that 
they can go to the police station 
in Swan Lane for advice about 
crime prevention, or to pick up 
security devices. 

Devices include a chain which 
can be used to attach a walllet to 
a pocket or handbag, and bells 
which can be attached to a wallet 
or purse.

A STUDENT from Linton 
Village College who spent 
the last two years in a wheel¬ 
chair has beaten all the odds 
to achieve 5 A*-C grades in 
her GCSEs. 

Aspiring make-up art¬ 
ist Katie Donno, 16, was 
diagnosed with Complex 
Regional Pain Syndrome 
(CRPS) two years ago. 

But after making it 
through a three-week stay in 
hospital - and with the help 
of a home tutor - she’s now 
got the grades to start her 
media and make-up course 
at Cambridge Regional Col¬ 
lege (CRC). 

Katie, from Haverhill, said 
she was delighted with her 
results, which came after a 
“stressful” two years. 

She said: “Being at home 
learning with my tutor 
was hard but without her I 
wouldn’t have done it. 

“I’m in constant pain all 
down my right side, espe¬ 
cially in my leg, so I can’t 
walk. I was in hospital for 
three weeks in the summer 
of June 2014 and I couldn’t 
study during those weeks.”

But staff at the college 
helped her through the chal¬ 
lenging period and now Ka¬ 
tie said she’s looking forward 
to her new start at CRC. 

“I have bookings for 
make-up consultations so 
it’s mainly that that’s filling 
my summer - and trying not 
to stress myself out before 
college,” she added. 

Katie’s parents couldn’t 
be prouder of her achieve¬ 
ments. Her dad Paul Donno, 
chair of Haverhill Chamber 
of Commerce, said: “It’s ab¬ 
solutely fantastic - she’s had 
a really tough time so she’s 
done brilliantly. We are very 
proud.” 

The teenager has already 
made plans for the future 
and has got the ball rolling 
by helping out with amateur 
theatre productions and 
starting a makeup tutorial 
Youtube channel. 

Another Linton student 
has scooped a string of A*s 
in his GCSE exams after jug¬ 


gling schoolwork with his 
work uploading online tu¬ 
torials for a mini computer 
invented in Cambridge.

THE former headteacher of 
a Haverhill primary school 
died after falling from a 
horse in the stable yard, an 
inquest heard on Monday 

Lesley Farrow, 47, who had 
been head of Clements Pri¬ 
mary School in Greenfields 
Way until last year, died on 
July 11. 

Assistant Coroner Dr 
Sharpstone read a statement 
from Mrs Farrow’s husband 
Tim Farrow detailing what 
happened on the day of the 
accident. 

The statement said that 
Mr Farrow and his son had 
returned from a day’s motor¬ 
cycle riding just as Mrs Far¬ 
row was about to set off for 
a ride. 

Mr Farrow’s statement 
went on: “The horse was 
slightly playing up, but that’s 
what horses do. I reminded 
her to be careful.” 

The statement said it was 
the Farrows’ daughter who 
discovered what had hap¬ 
pened: “My daughter ran 
round and found me and 
said her mother had fallen. 

“I caught the horse and put 
it back in the stable. My wife 
tried to get up and couldn’t. 

“My children talked to her. 
I could see that it was very 
serious so I rang for an am¬ 
bulance. 

“They took her to the West 
Suffolk Hospital. I checked 
the children were OK and 
went. 

“She arrived around 
6.45pm.” 

According to what Mr 
Farrow’s daughter told him 
about the accident, “the 
horse saw a pony in the sta¬ 
ble, bucked and ran to meet 
her.” This caused Mrs Far¬ 
row’s fall. 

A statement from West 
Suffolk Hospital anaesthetist 
Jeremy Field said that when 
Mrs Farrow was admitted to 
hospital, “she was rousable 
and spoke coherently”. 

Doctors gave her a rapid 
blood transfusion and a CT 
scan to determine the dam¬ 
age. 

Her heart stopped several

times during this process, 
but it was restarted and she 
went into surgery. 

On the operating table, 
doctors discovered that one 
of her fractured ribs had 
punctured her heart. 

She was declared dead at 
9pm after suffering heart at¬ 
tacks while in surgery. 

The medical causes of 
her death were recorded as 
a haemmorhage and her 
heart being punctured by a 
cracked rib. 

Dr Sharpstone recorded a 
verdict of accidental death. 

Mr Farrow’s statement 
said: “Lesley had a very busy 
life. She was a dutiful mother 
and had a very successful ca¬ 
reer as a teacher. She always 
appeared fit and was very 
energetic.” 

Mrs Farrow was head¬ 
teacher of Clements Primary 
Academy from 2009 to 2014. 

The school expanded 
to admit more pupils, and 
moved into new premises 
while she was headteacher. 
Its Ofsted rating rose from 
“satisfactory” to “good”. 

The school’s most recent 
Ofsted report praised Mrs 
Farrrow’s “determined and 


visionary leadership during 
a time of significant expan¬ 
sion and change.” 

Clements pupils were told 
about Mrs Farrow’s accident 
in a letter from the school 
the week after it happened. 

The school plans to ar¬ 
range appropriate tributes 
to Mrs Farrow in due course, 
and has created a book of re¬ 
membrance for well-wishers 
to sign. 

Suffolk County Council 
said it was providing support 
to pupils who needed it at 
the school. 

Karen Smith, whose son 
Charlie attends the school, 
said on behalf of the Friends 
of the Clements parent 
group: “Our hearts go out to 
her family for their loss. She 
was a pleasure to be around. 
She was always smiling. She 
loved the school and the 
children. 

“She was well respected 
and professional, and not 
only was she a brilliant head¬ 
teacher, she was a lovely 
lady.” 

Mrs Farrow was working at 
Woodhall Community Pri¬ 
mary School in Sudbury, at 
the time of her death.

achievements. 

“While we have achieved 
some excellent results in ar¬ 
eas such as English, music 
and engineering, the maths 
results for a small group of 
students are below those we 
expected. 

“We are looking closely 
at the reasons behind this, 
including working with the 
examination board. We con¬ 
tinue to strive for the best 
possible outcomes for our 
students.” 

Other schools in the area 
where young people were 
picking up their results in¬ 
cluded Linton Village Col¬ 
lege and Stour Valley Com¬ 
munity College in Clare. 

At Linton Village College, 
a number of pupils achieved 
well beyond their predicted 
grades. 

The school’s principal, 
Caroline Derbyshire, said: 
“We are especially pleased 
that 83 per cent of our stu¬ 
dents achieved five A* to 
C grades in GCSE and that 
is without including any 
equivalent qualifications 
like iGCSE or BTEC. 

“We are also proud of the 
progress made by all pupils, 
including those receiving 
pupil premium or with spe¬ 
cial educational needs. 

“A number of young peo¬ 
ple achieved more than two 
grades, on average, higher 
than their expected targets.” 

At Stour Valley Commu¬ 
nity College, mathematics 
was the subject where pu¬ 
pils shone, with 73 per cent 
achieving A* to C grades. 

Individual pupils who 
stood out included Will 
Baker, Chloe Megeath and 
Bethany Strellis who each 
achieved nine A* and A 
grades. 

Headteacher Christine 
Inchley said: “The progress 
made by students at Stour 
Valley continues to be im¬ 
pressive at all levels and 
these excellent results are a 
reflection of the hard work 
and dedication of students 
and staff at the school.” 

The Haverhill results come 
against a backdrop of rising 


results across Suffolk. 

Provisional results suggest 
a 4 per cent rise in the num¬ 
ber of students achieving 
five A* to C grades, up from 
52 per cent to 56 per cent. 

The numbers also indicat¬ 
ed that 72 per cent of schools 
had seen a rise in the at¬ 
tainment of disadvantaged 
GCSE students. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, Suf¬ 
folk County Council’s cabi¬ 
net member for education 
and skills, said: “We are 
particularly pleased to see 


a substantial improvement 
in results for disadvantaged 
pupils across Suffolk; this 
rapidly closes the gap in at¬ 
tainment for this group. This 
remains an important focus 
of our action plan for school 
improvement. 

“The overall rise in stu¬ 
dents meeting our expected 
attainment levels is testa¬ 
ment to the hard work and 
commitment of heads, gov¬ 
ernors, teachers, parents 
and, most importantly, stu¬ 
dents.”

We're not all 
on the internet 

ACCORDING to recent figures 
released by the Office for National 
Statistics, there are approximately 
5 million people in the UK (14% 
of all UK households) who have 
never used the internet. The East of 
England alone is home to 501,000 
such people. The figures increase 
significantly for the most vulnerable 
groups within our society, such as the 
elderly. 

This doesn't account for the further 
millions of people who simply do 
not have digital skills or confidence 
needed to manage sensitive financial 
information safely online. It also 
ignores the many thousands of 
disabled people (and their carers) 
whose often fluctuating physical 
abilities mean that managing their 
affairs online is often impractical or 
indeed impossible.

Energy companies offer lower costs 
if you abandon the traditional paper 
bill. Even the Government is keen 
to push as many public services as 
possible online. 

Many would have you believe that 
people who don't want to manage 
their affairs online represent an 
insignificant minority. 

These people are painted as luddites 
clinging on to an outdated and 
impractical system. 

The Keep Me Posted campaign 
is dedicated to making sure that 
everyone has a choice in how they 
receive bills and statements from 
their providers, and aren't financially 
penalised for needing or wanting to 
manage their affairs by post. 

We have found that most of us 
believe this should be a basic 
consumer right. Our extensive 
research has also found that even 
people who are digitally capable tend 
to manage their affairs better if they 
communicate with their provider via 
post. 

We must protect the rights of all 
consumers and make sure we don't 
apply a 'one size fits all' approach to 
something as essential as customer 


communication.

Post office is 
on the move 


THE relocation of a post office 
in Haverhill is going ahead 
despite residents raising con¬ 
cerns about the new location 
and its privacy and security. 

The Clements post office 
is currently located in Nor¬ 
ton Road. On Wednesday, 
September 9 at 5.30pm it will 
close for the last time. 

The new post office, located 
in the Londis at 1-2 Glouces¬ 
ter Road on the Clements 
Estate, will open at 1pm on 
Thursday, September 10. 

The decision to move the 
post office has been made af¬ 
ter a six-week public consul¬ 
tation run by the Post Office, 
in which they asked for the 
opinions of local people. 

During the consultation, 
residents raised concerns 
over “the extra distance some 
customers would have to 
travel, whether there would 
be enough space inside Lon¬ 
dis for a Post Office, privacy, 
security and car parking fa¬ 
cilities", the Post Office said. 

Now the move into Lon¬ 
dis is going ahead as planned.

The new premises will have a 
car park at the front and back, 
and will fall in line with post 
office regulations regarding 
space. 

In response to concerns 
about distance, as the new 
site is 350m from the old one, 
a spokesperson for the Post 
Office said: “For some cus¬ 
tomers the branch will be fur¬ 
ther away, but for others it will 
be closer.” 

The new post office would 
have a different layout style 
with open-plan tills instead of 
screened counters. 

A spokesperson for the Post 
Office said: “We are working 
with the new operator to en¬ 
sure there is an appropriate 
level of privacy at the Post 
Office counter, for instance 
queue layout and asking cus¬ 
tomers to stand back from the 
counter whilst they are wait¬ 
ing for service.” 

The change in layout is part 


of a £1.34bn nationwide mod¬ 
ernisation project for the Post 
Office. 

The new Clements Post Of¬ 
fice will also have its opening 
hours more than doubled, 
increasing from 37.5 hours a 
week to 103 hours. 

The new branch will be 
open from 6am to 9pm Mon¬ 
day to Thursday and 7am to 
8am on Sunday. 

A spokesperson for the Post 
Office said: “We carefully con¬ 
sidered the original proposal, 
the feedback received during 
the public consultation pe¬ 
riod and the impact on local 
residents and the wider com¬ 
munity.”

The books rose out of 
short humorous pieces that 
Frederick wrote for friends 
while he was living in Biscay 
Close. 

“It’s a funny book, even 
the idea that a baffled old 
tomcat could come from 
Jaybeth and live with me 
and from that he writes a 
book,” said Frederick. 

“I would sit in my office 
and look onto my lawn and 
think about it. I had an old 
computer and I was very 
good friends with my let¬ 
tings agents and once or 
twice a week I would write 
them chronicles of Brusier 
the Cat.” 

It was the postive respons¬ 
es to these bits of writing 
from the lettings agents and 
other friends who later read 
them that prompted Freder¬ 
ick to put together his first 
book about Bruiser. 

Sadly, Bruiser, who lived 


with Frederick for seven or 
eight years, died in the late 
2000s. 

Frederick said: “I buried 
him under the tree that he 
loved to climb but could 
never get down from.

A busy time in the garden 


GARDENERS are especially 
busy at this time of year as 
the run-in to autumn begins, 
so here’s a list of what needs 
to be done in preparation for 
the change of season. 

■ Clip lavender to clear the 
dead flowerheads and re¬ 
shape the plants, ensuring 
you don’t cut into old wood 

■ If you’ve been away and 
your containers haven’t been 
watered and look like they’ve 
had it, tip them out and start 
again, focusing on autumn 
planting schemes 

■ Check plants such as roses 
and honeysuckles for pow¬ 
dery mildew and try to im¬ 
prove the growing conditions 
by soaking the ground with 
water and giving them a high 
potash feed 



LAVENDER: Needs clipping 

■ As rows in the veg plot 
become vacant, refill them 
with sowings of fast-growing 
varieties of carrots, peas and 
turnips, as well as lettuce 
and baby spinach leaves for 
salads 

■ Take softwood cuttings 


from tender perennials in¬ 
cluding pelargoniums, ver¬ 
bena, penstemons and shrub¬ 
by salvias and lave them 
in small pots or trays in the 
greenhouse 

■ Harvest greenhouse toma¬ 
toes, peppers, aubergines and 
cucumbers 

■ Complete division of 
bearded irises 

■ Support tall-growing 
clumps of perennial asters 
including Michaelmas dai¬ 
sies, which are starting to 
flop now the flowers are out 

■ Clip hornbeam, beech, Ley- 
land cypress and thuja hedg¬ 
es before mid-September 

■ Get your compost heap 
in order as autumn clearing 
generates a lot of waste for 
the heap.

They are nearly always private sales 
(not vehicles offered by dealers) be¬ 
cause the crooks prey on peoples’ un¬ 
familiarity with the process. We urge 
both buyers and sellers to be extra 
vigilant. The volume and complexity 
of these scams suggests the involve¬ 
ment of organised criminal gangs. 

“For buyers, our history checks can 
prevent an expensive mistake, but all 
too often people contact us after the 
event, because they fear something is 
wrong. One such customer recently 
transferred £11,000 on the promise 
of a car being shipped from Germany. 
It was a classic escrow scam. Rather 
than going into a secure holding ac¬ 
count, the money was simply pock¬ 
eted by the criminals. The car will 
never arrive.”
